Try to Hide Profits. 

It apponrs that the wnr with Its en- 
ormous demand for munitions gave 
these great steel milkers manufaclur- 
tng profits more than three and a half 
times those of the period of peace. 
All sorts of accounting reductions 
were maile to conceal the magnitude 
of th profits, but In spile of this they 
appear to be more than twice as large 
as those of the pre-war period. After 
the payment. of all dividends and In- 
terest undivided prnflta Increased 
from 1135 204.472 In 1914 to 1523.464,- 
891 In 1920 and rash and securities in 
the treasury from 179,780,380 to 1325.-

There was even talk of 
mobilising the woman The old mea 
were moblltied. In France 32 cate- 
gories wara mobilised, In England 29.

I worbad tbara aa an aealalant (n ^ 
dallvary truck driver, handing nut tht 
buddlea to the cuaioinera on nur route. 
During Huch holidaya an Raeter, N<tw 
Yaari, ^'hrlatroao and others, buaT, 
naaX la at Ita htlght In tho depart' 
ment atpra lino and tha weight of It 
ti felt ooly by tha workara— tha prof- 
its by the boat. In tho store Itaolf, 
of cuiirxp, tha girls, who got terribly 
low WHgea for the moat tiresome and 
atralning work, would ba completely 
koockeil nut even before (he end of 
the day. Ilui at Inaai (hay cmild get 
aomo rhanca to rant when they got 
home. 

The delivery hoys haven't got It ao 
eaey. The truck la piled to tha roof 
with hiimilea and we atart on our trip. 
The hours past quickly and heforo wa 
know It It. la past our working time, 
ilut we've got to keep on until the 
entire truck Is unloada<l. Wo deliver 
our goods to the finest and richest 
houses and it Is a wonder that more 
of the workers do not roallio tho dif- 
farsneo In claia between the rich and 
the poor when they aea tho contrast 
of tho life the rich load and tho mis- 
erlaa and hard labor (hat 1 he^ worke.rs 
muBl endure In order to keep the rich 
In luxury. 

Many was tha night In tho woek 
when we worked up until past eleven 


u 

o’clock at night And do yen ttlak wa 
were paid extra for U7 Hothlng do- 
ing. All wa gat for working more 
than flva hours’ orcrllma was a cheap 
CO canta which thay called "aopper 
monoy.** This was tha reward handed 
out to na alavas for overwork Uaa that 
would ordinarily ha for at i good 
(aw dollars a place. 

Of couraa tha young fallows work- 
ing at (half sort of atoS waran’t too 
aatieflad, yon can ba aura. They would 
grumble, but did nothing. Thera was. 
however, ona older (allow who waa a 
member of tha Socialist Party. Ha 
had once triad to organise the pack- 
aka of R. H. Macy'a, another depart- 
ment tlpra, laU> a uoioo. aad waa 
canoed. Ha would spread propaganda 
amohf tha fallows abcdit getUng or- 
ganised Into a union until ona fellow 
squoaled to tha foreman and ha was 
canned again. (Incidentally, this fel- 
low met me on tha street and wa got 
to talking. Ha had long ago left tha 
Foclalist Parly baoauaa ba said na was 
dlagusled with that bunch of polltl- 
clans and aapaclally with thalr lining 
up with LaFolIatta. I think ha will 
soon Join tha Workara Party.) 

Tha point of this la that tha faltowi 
would ba wlllihg to join up with soma 
organliatlona If tha radloala among 
them would only go alK>ut it carefully. 
1 think that If I were workjng there 
now I wniiM be able to aturt soma 
kind of organliatlon among them. In 
ihe form of a Young Workers I^ag^ie 
nucleus. Unfortunately, I am now 
one of fhe great army of tha out of 
work, and can't do much agitation 
among my "fallow workers." Rut so 
soon'iis I get a job you can hot that 
I am going to do my heat to line up 
the young workerstinto our own young

Kansas City, Mo. 

Dear Comrades: 

Tha Irvlng-Pitt Manufacturing Com- 
pany aroploya bundrada of young 
girls and boys to assarabta parts and 
bind books of all descrtpllon togelbar. 
It la tha largsst aialJonery manufac- 
turara of Ita kind la tha city. Two 
abifla ara worked, one In Ihb day and 
tha other nlghta. 1 used to work 
nights, but now. due to a alack In 
businesa. I hara been laid off. 

The average salary la aevenlrfn 
and eighteen dollars a week. The un- 
skilled workers sra not orgenised. 
Many strikes have occurred In this 
elava shop and alwh/a tha boaeee man- 
aged to pit one group of workers 
against tha othar. I axpact the night 
shift to grow. a« It la nrsrlng lu 
Christmas and business picks up 
about this tlma. 

The work is very monotonous. 1 
worked in the assembly department 
All parts of tha l>ook are aisembisd 
and made ready to ba binded. You 
go thru tha aama routina fur elaven 
long hours and when quitting tlma ar- 
rives you (eel like laying down and 
never get up. Meny of the boys sneek 
out Into the halls and hold pappy crap 
garnet (gambling with dice, editor). 
Most of (he hoys lose thn greater part 
of Iheir pay In these gemes end (hey 
are forced Io borrow In order to keep 
going until Ibe nest pay day. How 
smnll your pay teoli In proportion to 
one's needs. It seems (hat you have 
spent all of your time uselessly. The 
rooms are eluffy and the atinnephore 
full of dIrL Rome boys hara been 
fired when caught on tha flra eacapea 
taking a smoke and breathing some 
fresh air into their lungs. 

Working all night and trying Io gel 
aome anloymant out of Ufa In the day 
givaa vary little tlma for sleep. The 
end la that you become a physiral 
wr«<r k. Meny of (he boya fall asleep 
when (he ho«s Isn't around and some 
uvon clusn ibeir eyes while working. 
Just about the last few hours of work, 
do you feel the atrein and the temp- 
tation to sleep Is hard to overcome.

Is this not 
really typical of the groat Russian 
UnvolutInnT Th|e leader of tho world 
prololorlat dice twenty-two miles away 
from the town and four miles from tho 
railway station, amidst a silent forest, 
llroad open and sweeping vistas of 
snow wherever ono looks. Before us 
a peasant strews flr branches on thq 
road, and we bolshovlkl carry Lenin 
on our shoulders thru the snow the 
four mileii to the railway station. 

Around us on the hills are (he peas- 
ants, the men, women and the chll 
dren. Old boarded people support 
themselvoa on stout stick® dug firmly 
into the snow and look with deep feel- 
ing at tho road which tho peasant Is 
still strewing with fir hranchos. 

"Lenin was n wonderful man. Noth- 
ing but good baa he done to us 
peasants." 

We atm carry him. Already ahead 
ajppeara the yellow ef the station 
house. From here, from the railway 
on, the proletariat of the world awaits 
its leader, jth^r working classes of 
Europe, Asia and America fighting 
for their liberation.

Thera would be no uae for me to take 
the furs now." 

We drank tea and imokad clgar- 
ettoi. Nlklvor laid down to alesp 
until the reindeer hsd fston. I bad 
an orarwhalmlag dsslra to sleep but 
feared I might sleep on until the next 
morning, so I settled down beside tbo 
fire with notebook and pencil. I wrote 
down the Impreailons and Incidents of 
our first day and night. How simple 
and essy everything bad been— almost 
too easy. 

About four o'olosk 1 woke Nlklvor 
and the Ostlak whpm ho had hired as 
a guide, and wo drove away from 
Scbomlnsk. 

**Ia it a custom for the Ostlaks to 
wear their hair In ribbons and rings?" 
1 aaked. "Surely they don't comb It 
more than once a year." 

"Indeed they have to comb It oft^ 
enor than that. When they are drunk 
they pull each other's hair till the 
weaker ono cries 'let go,’ then the 
other one lets go and they go on drink- 
ing, They wouldn't givo each other 
any ro|I reason to quarrel. Thoy are 
too good natured for that." 

We struck the Sosiva river soon 
after leaving Scbomlnsk. Our trail 
led across tho river and through a 
forest.- A sharp piercing wind blow, 
and nolo writing became difficult. For 
a lltilo dlstanoo our way lod through 
open country between a birch wood 
and the river bod. It was cheerless 
and monotonous. Turning, we could 
see that the wind was covering our 
tracks with snow. Our third reindeer, 
wallowing In tho snow, makes desper- 
ate springs and sinks deeper still, hin- 
dering the progress of tho other two. 
On (he river Itself and across the 
frosen swampland we have to proceed 
at a' walk. To add to our misfortune 
our leader— that animal with which 
none could bo compared— began to go 
lame.

V ERY often It h Impossihin for a 
nucleus to carry on ll® activity 
openly, either because of Ihe vlrtlml- 
zatinn on tlK» part of .the employer or 
hrrsiisn of the Mato- suppresflon, or 
both. In no case must (his mnaii (lint 
K should slop Its work, hut merely 
that It should adapt Itself (n the situs- 
Hon and carry on Its work accord- 
ingly. The first case Is frqqueni, I. »•., 
(hat the vIcHmlastlon of tho oniploy»'r 
makes open work on the part of the 
nucleus Impossible, or at imst llmllN 
It very* considerably. 

Nevertheless, the work must be car- 
ried on. In such a raso the membqt', 
of the nucleus must not opiy act as- 
membeigi of a nucleus of the Ypurg 
Workers L««agu'‘. Whon they aposk 
to thoir fellow workers In roeetinr, 
they should develop tbelr rommunlst 
opinion and show (hat thoy act ai 
members of the Y. W. L., but not, 
however, as reprssoDtatlve® of tHo 
League nucloua In the shop. 

Only If thoy are convinced that the

Onjy then can the loagu® oon 
tinuo an a mass organization despIt® 
the illegality and despite th® torror 
If It is firmly rooted In th® masses 
through Its nuclei. A league which Is 
hiiilt up on nurlot can be"prohlblt«d" 
hut never "disbanded" for tb® ahop 
nliclel cannot be dissolved. 

Nucleus and Broneh. 

Th® nucleus Is the basic unit of tb® 
whole organisation and Is conneeted 
to It hy the nezt highest body, th® 
branch. The branch la formed of all 
the shop nuclei of a particular locality, 
and In large citlea of all th® ahop 
nuclei of a particular quarter of tb® 
city, . All meinbera of iht Young 
Workers League ar® organised la nu- 
clei and belong thus to that bran oh 
In the territory of which tb® nueleua 
lies. Only thos® member® who can- 
not belong to a nucleus (itorklng la 
a small shop, domosUe aervtoe, ato..) 
are admitled to th® branch In thtir 
district of living. In the branoh whi#h 
Is thus ceraposed, th® nuclei Uk® la 
arrordsnee with great algnifleane® lor 
diie work of a mass orgaalsatloa, a 
prlvilegrd tmaltlon.
